Later Developments Connected With the 
Infanticide Near Ozark. 


OZARK, Mo., March 3.—Four parties have 
been arrested for the infanticide near High- 
landville, reported in yesterday’s PosrT-Dis- 
PATCH. Joel Thomas and his wife are in the 
Ozark Jalil. Mary E. Thomas, the mother of 
the dead infant, and Mrs. Dan Redman are 
under guard athome, both being unable to 
come to jail. 

The new facts developed make a sickening 
story or the ertme. The child was born ina 
little one-room house. Another woman, Mrs. 
Dan Redman, was in bed with an infant only 


a few days old. Mary Thomas had been 
working for Mrs. Redman, her stepmother’s 
sister. When the girl gave birth to her un- 
welcome babe no professional ald was 
given the young mother. 

Tbe other women say they never saw the 
infant, but Redman found the half-devoured 
remains of the child in his hog pen and re- 
ported the discovery. Then all parties agreed 
to bury the body and say nothing about the 
affair. The neighbors becoming suspicious 
began to make inquiries and Redman told 
the story. 


BURNED A BRIDGE. 


Latest Outrage by the West Virginia 
Striking Miners. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 3.—At 10:30 last 
night Sheriff Tilman of this county received 
a telegram from Supt. J. M. Gillof tre Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad that a body of armed 
strikers were at Coalburg, sixteen miles from 
here, and threatened to tearup the tracks 
and burn the bridges at that point. 

The Sheriff left at 12:30 p. m., with a posse 
for Coalburg, arriving there at 1:25 p. m. 

The new $38,000 bridge on the division from 
Coalburg to Acme had been fired and 
was a total loss. The body of masked strikers 
who fired the bridge had disappeared. 

The Sheriff returned at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing leaving a deputy and a posse on guard. 
Further trouble seems inevitable. 

The excitement at Eagle and Powellton is 
still at fever heat, and an outbreak is anticl- 
pated hourly. 

Gen. McCrokle received a message from 
Eagle at 12:30stating that all was quiet at 
that point. Telephone communication with 
Powellton has been cut off. The strikers cut 
the wires this morning. The situation there 
isnotknown. Itis generally thought to be 
quiet. Strikers are congregating in the vi- 
cinity of Vount Carbon, near Eagle, from 
the latest reports.

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William Ewart Gladstone Will Resign 
the Premiership To-Day. 


LORD ROSEBERRY WILL WITHOUT DOUBT 
BE His SUCCESSOR. 


His House in Berkely Square, London, 
Surrounded by Throngs of the Curi- 
ous, Who Watch With Interest Every 
Going and Coming-—S8peculation as to 
Belection of Other Ministers Under 
the Coming New Regime—Current 
Rumor. 


Loxpox. March 8.—The following semi 
Official statement is issued this afternoon: 

Mr. Gladstone has tendered his resignation, 
but ithasnot yet been formally accepted. 
Probably the Queen will officially, on Mon- 
day, signify her acceptance of the Premier’s 
resignation. 

Lord Roseberry isnowat Windsor Castle, 
having been summoned by the Queen. There 
seems to be no doubt of his selection as 
Premier. 


Lonpon, March 3.—The Rt. Hon. Will fam 
E. Gladstone, Prime Minister, First Lord of 
the Treasury and Lord of the Privy Seal, to 
give him his full title onthe eve of his re- 
tirement from office, arose early this morn. 
ing and took a long walk tm the grounds of 
Windsor Castle, at which historical group of 
buildings he had been the guest of the Queen 
over night. Ascabled yesterday, Mr. Glad- 
stone will resign the Premiership to-day. 

The morning was fine and Mr. Gladstone, 
who was accompanied Dy the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Henry Frederick Ponsonby, private secre- 
tary to her majesty, enjoyed his walk 
greatly. The Premier looked in tie best of 
health and was certainly in the best of 
spirits. After his morning walk, Mr. Glad- 
stone visited his old friend, the Dean of 
Windsor, the Very Rev. Phillip Frank Eliot; 
D. D. 

Most if not all of the Ministers are expect- 
ed to de present at the meeting of the #rivy 
Counclithis afternoon. The movements of 
Lord Roseberry, who it is expected will be 
the next Prime Minister, arenow watched 
with the greatest care. His house, No. 38 
Berkely Square, where he arrived yesterday 
evening, is surrounded this morning by a 
crowd ot curious people anxious to catch a 
glimpse of the man who now occuples such a 
great share of public attention. Messengers 
bearing dispatches were to be seen continu- 
ally coming in and going out of Lord Rose- 
berry’s house, and it was evident that the 
Secretary of Stete for Foreign Affairs was in 
active communication with the First Lord of 
the Admiralty, Earl Spencer, and other Cab- 
inet Ministers. During the morning Earl 
Spencer and the Rt. Hon. Henry H. Asquith, 
Secretary of State forjHome Affairs, and other 
Ministers called upon Lord Roseberry and re- 
mained in consultation with him for some 
time. 

W hile it seems to be settled that Lord Rose- 
berry will be Premier, there is considerable 
diversity of upinion as to who will be the 
next Secretary of State for Foreign, Affairs. 
The general opinion seems to be that the 
Earl of Kimberly, whois pow Lord President 
of the Council and Secretary of State for 


India, is the coming man for this position. 
Lord Kimberly has had a great deal 
of experience, having already filled the posi- 
tion of Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and for Indla, and has been Minister 
to St. Petersburg, Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, Lord of the Privy Seal, twice Secretary 
of State for the Colonies and Secretary of 
State for India. The Earlof Kimberly was 
bora in 1826. 

Among the other Cabinet changes discussed 
is the probability that Mr. John Morley, now 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, will succeed the 
Earl of Kimberly as Secretary of State for 
India. If current rumor in official circles is 
to be believed, these are the only two Cab- 
inet changes which will be made. 

The Radicals, who have been making such 
a bitter opposition to the selection ofa peer 
for the Premiership, are loud in their expres- 
sions of delight at the fact that Mr. Glad. 
stone yesterday again refused the Queen’s 
offer of a peerage. 

The newspapers are praising the attitude, 
in this state of the Cabinet heaval, of the 
Irish parliamentary party. this connec- 
tion, as already cabied, the Chronicle says 
that the attitude of the Irish has been both 
uncompromising and strictly proper, adding: 
They have made it quite plain that they re- 
gard the leadership of the Liberal party asa 
matter forthe decision of that party alone. 
The Irish leaders have scrupulously declined 
urgent solicitations to join the Radicals.’’ 

As a matter of fact, the McCarthyites do 
not take an active part in the agitation for 
the leadership, as the pledges they have 
already received are emphatic, and more- 
over, they feel confident of the efficacy of 
their own voting strength. 

The Labouchere section of the Radicals, on 
the other hand, say that unless the extreme 
Irish demands are promptly satisfied the 
Parnellites may co-operate with them and 
imperil the whole ‘*‘Peer-led’’ administra- 
tion. 

The correspondent learned from one of the 
guests atthe Queen's dinner party that it 
was an informalaffair and that Mr. Glad- 
stone appeared to be in good health and 
spirits and conversed during the meal with 
great animation. 

Though no oficial announcement of the 
fact has been madeuptothe time this dis- 
patch is sent, it is understood that Mr. Glad- 
stone has officiall tendered his resigna- 
tion. It shoul be added, however, 
that this report lacks confirmation 
and some official announcement on this sub- 
ject is eagerly awaited. Mr. and Mrs. Glad- 
stone left Windsor at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
onthe sume train as the returning Cabinet 
Ministers. The route from the castleto the

LOWE LET 


The Union Depot Witness Dis 
charged by Judge Claiborne. 


The Evidence of Perjury Deemed In- 
sufficient by the Court. 


GOV. JOHNSON WILL TAKE THE CASE BE- 
FORE THE GRAND-JURY. 


Four Witnesses Testified That They Did 
Not Ses Lows on the Car—Evidence 
for the Defense—Goy. Johnson Says 
the Decision Was Not Unexpected— 
Judge Claiborne Interviewed. 


The case of the State against John Lowe, 
charged with perjury, came up this morning 
for a preliminary hearingin the Court of 
Criminal Correction. Lowe is accused of 
having made a business of testifying in be- 
half ofthe Union Depot Rallway Co. in the 
actions brought against it for damages. 

The specific charge in this case is that Lowe 
last January, in the suit brought by Capt. 
Percy G. Sly against the Union Depot com- 
pany for the death of his son in July, 1893, 
swore that he was on the motor car at the 
time of young Sly’s death and that the mo- 
torman calied to the boy not to get on. 

The case against Lowe is being handled by 
ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, who was the 
attorney for Capt. Sly in his civil suit.

CASE OPENS. 

Court was convened. shortly after 10 
o’clock, The witnesses, some thirteen or 
fourteen of them, were sworn in dy gClerk 
William Fitzgerald. Gov. Johnson read the 
information and then Frank Weller, the 
offictal stenographer of Circuit Court No. 2, 
was called. Hetestified that he had taken 
the testimony in the civil case and iden: ined 
the transcript which Gov. Johnson held in 
his hand. 

Nick Thoenes of 2221A Morganford road 
was the next witness for the prosecution. He 
testified that he was present at the Killing of 
the boy. Himself, the boy and eighteen 


others got off, at the conductor’s request, 
at Arsenal street and Gravois-road. They 
were told to take the next car. It passed 
without stopping. The next car came by and 
the boy ran and caught it, the motorman 
putting on full power. The boy was thrown 
and dragged eight feet. He was 3½ feet from 
the motor and saw no one in it. 


DID NOT SEB LOWE. 

On cross-examination, Thoenes stated that 
he had testified at the civil suit, and Mr, ue - 
Donald wanted to know of the prosecution 
why this witness had not been put on in re- 


buttal at that time to show that Lowe was 
not at the scene of the accident. 

‘*Your honor,“ responded Gov. Johnson, 
„four witnesses} had testified that Lowe was 
not present and it struck me that he must be 
perjuring himself, sol preferred to holdthis 
witness for a criminal prosecution.’’

garments much the worse for the exposure 
of the journey. Carlis a rather bright lit- 
tle fellow and is capable of traveling over 
the whole country without escort.

Opportunity. 


James Richard Sovereign, Grand Master 
Workman of the Knights of Labor, arrived 
in the city this morning from St. Paul. Mr. 
Sovereign was met dy T. B. McGuire and 
locallabor leaders. He will spend the day 
writing letters and seeing the city, and 
speak to-night at Entertainment Hall, Ex- 


position Building, beginning sharp at 8 
o’clock, and to-morrow afternoon in East St. 
Louls. A large crowd of both labor people 
and those interested inthe problems of the 
day are expected to attend both lectures, 

Mr. Soveréign is atypical Westerner. The 
black crush hat, the Prince Albert coat and 
careful demeanor have not yet removed all 
traces ofthe educational crucible that pre- 
pared him to be Labor Commissioner of Iowa 
for four years and Grand Master Workman 
elect of the great army of united labor. He 
has a keen eye, Diack mustache and hair, 
and a vigorous face and frame. Life on the 
plains as a cowboy, in the marble polisher’s 
workshop and in the service of his 
State as Labor Commissioner, as well as 
newspaper training, have given him that 
wide knowledge of men that adapted him to 
be the successor, of Powderly. Withal Mr. 
Sovereign is comparatively a very young 
man, having been born in 1854 at Cassville, 
Wis. Life on a farm with his grandparents 
at Elgin, III., while his father was fighting 
Indians with Kit Carson on the plains, with 
his father in Iowa and at the Cresco (Io.) 
High School landed the new Grand Master 
stillscareely ofage in theranks of organ- 
ized labor. His subsequent career as a news- 
paper worker, Democratic, ant Prohibition 
politician, newspaper worker, labor com- 
missioner, and fornine years regular dele- 
gate to Knights of Labor National Conven- 
tions, is familiar to all members of the great 
organtzation over which he has just begun to 
preside. 

Mr. Sovereign is hardly yet in the harness 
for practical work: The present tour is 
serving to bring him into contact with labor 
leaders all over the United States 


to familiarize him with social conditions and 
needs of ali sections and to show his fellow 
knights and the general public what kind of 
a leader he willbe. He is also organizing as 
he goet in the interest of the K. of L. hat 
body is making renewed efforts to induce all 
leaders of organized labor to form a 
great confederation for r pur- 
poses. The removal 0 the na · 
tional headquarters to Washington 
which willl take place some time in the 
spring is an indication of this active spirit. 
Besides this, a meeting between officiais of 
the Knights of Labor, rmers’ Alliance, 
American Federation of Labor and promi- 
nent railway organizations has been agreed 
upon. The head of the Federation, President 
Gompers, has hitherto stood aloof from such 
movements. It is hoped by Knights of Labor 
menthatthat body is also being leavened 
with the new leaven. 


DISCUSSES COLONIZATION. 
Mr. Sovereign was seen this morning at the 
Laclede by a reporter for the Post-DISPATCH. 
He readily consented to an interview, speak- 


ing forcibly and clearly, but not with the 
man-of-the-world suavity that character- 
izes J. B. McGuire and other leaders who 
have been long in the harness. 

At this time Mr. Sovereign is deeply en- 
grossed with the negro colonization idea. 
As ted about that subject, he said: ‘‘There is 
nota very longstorytotell. A few weeks 
agol received letters from a number of 
colored teachers and ministers of the gos- 
pel living in Birmingham, Chattanooga, 
Memphis and other places, 

Their action seemed to be concerted, how- 
ever. Ido not know what conferences, if 
any, brought about the conclusion to enlist 
me in the service of negro cdilonization. 
These mon stated that they were members of 
colonization societies which have sprang up 
Over the entire South. They wished’ to get 
the Knights of Labor interested, thinking 
successful propagandizing could be done by 
our organization. 

‘* Briefly stated, their ideas are these: They 
find themselves and their race engaged ina 
struggle agvinst odds and believe servitude 
in one form or another is inevitable for the 
masses of their people living side by side 
with Anglo-Saxons. They desire the 
responsibility of self-government and wish 
to remove to some State or territory set 
apart forthemin the United States or else- 
where. 

These schemes appealed very powerfally 
tome. Ihave made avery thorough study 
ofthe Congo Basin. That country has been 
in my thoughts for years. I know that colo- 
nization on this continent is impracticable. 
The Congo is the richest country in the 
world. Put in ¢ultivation it would be the 
greatest sugar, cotton and fruit country on 
the globe. 

„ King Leopold of Belgium, agent for the 
Congo treaty powers, holds the entire dis- 
trict open to settlement. I am sure the 
negro ofthe United States could secure all 
the land he would need there. In resources 
unbounded, in climate congenial, already an 

ctive mission field under Christian in- 

uences, the Congo would afford the negro a 
chance to work out hisown destiny. From 
Stanley Pool to the Arymna the Congo River 
is navigable for 1,500 miles. 

„As Tunderstand it, the membership of 
these numerous and flourishing volunteer 
emigration societies are ready to leave for 
the new field as Soon as arrangéments can be 
made to secure them tlie blessings of civi- 
lized self-government in Africa. 

Should the United States vovernment de- 
cide to help them it could be done with our 
Idle navy transports: and second and thira - 
class men of war at very little cost. I believe 
20,000 people could be landed each week at 
the foot of the Congo ratiway that runs to 
Stanley Pool. 

The benefit to all parties would unques- 
tionably be very great. The négro is a ciog 
in the wheels of progress in the South. 

His presence there has produced that ex- 
treme stratification of social classes there 
that causés self-respecting white laborers 
and immigrants to préfer the North. White 
labur shares the stigma born of slavery. It 
must be 50 as Jone as the masses of laborers 
are the sons of slaves. The chance to rise in 
life is restrleted. Besides, the negro affords 
no suitable timber for successful unionism. 
To be successful we believe that unionism 
économit, social and political, must band al 
working classes together to make front 
against the natural confederation of all 
moneyed classes. The negro is not adapted 
to unſonism. Helowers the standard of life 
and usages in the South and he will do 80 as 
long as he is there. A homeogeneous people 
can never ve formed with him as an in- 
teger.’’

in point of years, is a remarkably well pre- 
serve d man for his age. The. House has 
been the scene of many exciting collisions 
between members, but itis doubtful if ever 
there was such a narrow escape from the 
actual exchange of blows. For 
several minutes it looked as 


if Mr. Merridith would jump 
over the desk of his aged adversary, and the 
crowd in the galleries stood on the benches 
inthe expectation of seeing a lively mill. 
The House was in the committer of the 
whole, but Speaker Orisp quickly seized the 

avel and called upon the sSergeant-at-Arms 
o preserve order. Speaker Crisp’s prompt 
action had the effect of bringing the excited 
members to their senses, and the Heuse was 
Saved from the disgrace of a rough and 
tumble fight on the floor. 

Mr. Merridith had been discussing the 
pension bill for an hour or more and his 
sharp references to alleged crookednoess in 
the administration of the Pension office by 
Republican officials had called for some 
pointed retorts from the Republicans. Mr. 
Merridith charged the Republicans, who pro- 
fessed, he said, to be the only friends of the 
old soldiers, with absenting themselves on 
pension nights, thereby breaking a quorum. 

Gen. Bingham of Pennsylvania interrupted 
Mr. Merridith at this point and inquired if he 
could recollect when a quorum had been met 
on pension nights except during the last two 
Democratic Congresses. 

Mr. Merridith, in reply, made a clumsy 
attempt at sarcasm by stating that he could 
not remember sixty or seventy years back,as 
could Gen. Bingham. 

Gen. Bingham, whois in the prime of life, 
aiplomatically resented this sally by stating, 
inorder to establish the fact that he was 
still a comparatively young man, that it wes 
his intention thirty or forty years hence to 
run for Congress, as had his friend, Mr. 
Grow. 

Mr. Merridith replied that there was a 
place paved with good intentions, which 
moved a Repablican at the far left of the 
chamber to observe dryly: 

es. and there is a Democratic quorum 
there.’’ 

The House roared with laughter, and Mr. 
Merridith was forced to stop and smile. 

Mr. Merridith had repeatedly charged that 
many men were carried on the rolls who 
were not entitled to pensions, and he was 

ressed by Mr. Baker of New Hampshire to 

rnish some cases. Mr. Merridith referred 
to one William Pinn, a colored man in his 
district, who has been drawing a pension for 
some years. Hesaid that Pinn had never 
been wounded, and that he was able to work 
for his living. 

This wasthe statement that aroused Mr. 
Funk of Illinois. Mr. Merridith was stand- 
ing in the first aisle at the right ofthe center 
ofthe chamberand Mr. Funk was sitting in 
his seat in the Republican section two aisles 
enk: Mr. Funk jumped up when this state- 

ent was made by Mr. Merridith, and re- 
marked with some emphasis: 

‘Ifthe gentleman states what is true in 
this case, itis his duty. if he is honest in the 
matter, toreport itto the Pension commis- 
— * if he does not he is not a good citi- 


zen. 

Mr. Merridith’s face flushed blood red, and 
shaking his fist at Ar. Funk he replied hotly: 

Does the gentleman mean to tnsinuate 
that lam not honest? If he does he will take 
back those words. 

As he spoke Mr. Merridith, with clinched 
fistand apparently much excited, walked 
deliberately across the chamber and up the 
aisie nearest Mr. Funk’s desk. As he ap- 
r Mr. Funk jumped up and shaking 
ils Ust toward Mr. Merridith, shoutedina 
loud tone: 

repeat what I said. You are not honest 
if you do not report this case to the proper 
authorities.’’ 

The House was immediately in an uproar 
of excitement and members crowded toward 
the two men from all parts of the chamber. 
Mr. Tucker of Virginia rushed after Mr. Mer- 
ridith and reached him just ashe arrived 
within arm’s length of Mr. Funk. Mr. 
Tucker enceavored to restrainghis colleague, 
but Mr. Merridith brushed him off and 

ushed his way behind the chairs. until 

e stood in front of Mr. Funk’s desk. 
Mr. Payne of New York, who sat nearest Mr. 
Funk, rose and stepped in between the two 
men. Mr. Funk, however, apparently did 
not appreciate Mr, Payne’s interference and 
pushed him back. Mr. Merridith shovea his 
fst toward Mr. Funk’s face, but in the 
language of the prize ring, his ‘‘lead fell 
short.“ Mr. Funk shook his fistin his youth. | 
ful adversary’s face, and only Mr. Payne's 
interference prevented the blow from 
reaching the Virginian. Some. hot words 
were exchanged by the two men, but in the 
din they could not be heard. Mr. Tucker 
again grabbed Mr. Merridith and by much 
— finaily induced him to return to the 
alsle. 

Mr. Outhwaite, who was in the chair, 
banged away with his gavelin a vain effort 
to restore order, but in 148 excitement not 
the slightest heed was paid fo him, Speaker 
Crisp Jumped in and took the gavelat this 
point and called upon the Sergeant - at - Arms 
for assistance.

Wants Information of Her Son. 
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City Counselor Marshall this morning sent 
a communication through the Mayor’s office 
to the Committee on Streets of the Board of 
Public Improvements in which an opinion 
was given on the all important matter of the 
validity of maintenance clauses in contracts 
for street construction and reconstruction. | 
The committee was desirous of being in- 
formed whether a clause providing for an 
agreement to keep in repair for five years 
the streetgand alleys so constructed could 
not be inserted in the contracts in lieu of the 
old maintenance clause to maintain and 
keep in good condition for a period of nine 
years after the completion of the work.’’ 
The City Counselor holds that the city 
ordinance providing for a maintenance 
clause in contracts is perfectly legal and 
that an agreement clause to keep in repair 
would be unlawful. : 

The difficulty presented by the committee, 
which, it is claimed, presents itself in letting 
contracts with a maintenance clause in- 
eluded, is not by any means a serious one in 
the opinion of Mr. Marshall. The committee 
claims that in lettings of this character the 
board has been com pelled to establish a rule 
that no bid for maintenance in excess of 50 
cents per square per annum will be accepted. 
It this was not done the contractor, whose 
bids for reconstruction and also for main- 
tenance, must be considered in the aggre- 
gate under the charter provision would 
resort totrickery in maging a low bid for 
reconstruction and even up by a high one for 
maintenance, thus placingalght onus on 
the property owner who pays for the recon- 
struction anda correspondingly heavy one 
onthe city which must pay for the main- 
tenance. The question is raised can the 
board limit this price for maintenance with- 
out invalidating the letting. 

The City Counselor holds that the board has 
this power. Justas the board has the power 
to reject a bid for construction as being ex- 
cessive, so it can reject a bid for main- 
tenance for the same reason. The fact of 


announcing that it will accept no bids for 
maintenance that exceed 50 cents per square 

er annum is to be considered merely in the 
ight of a warning to the bidders, 
and cannot affect the validity of the letting. 
He Is further of the opinion that these main- 
tenance clauses should be inserted in all con- 
tracts of this kind, as it protects both the 
property-owner and the city. When the 
contractor realizes that he must maintain 
his work for nine years, he is careful to see 
that a good job is made of it in the first in- 
stance, so that there will be as few repairs 
to be made us possible. 

The opinion of the City Counselor’s is im- 
portant as settling a vexed question, which 
tended to create a locking of horns between 
the Board of Public Improvements and the 
House of Delegates. 

The Committee on Pudlie Imprpvements of 
the House at a meeting held yesterday after- 
noom concluded to ask foran opinion on the 
saine subject,as they had resolved if sup- 
ported by the City Counssior in their views, 
they would not pass asingle ordinance for 
asphalt or vitrified brick pavements unless a 
Maintenance clause was inserted by the 
board in the contracts. As the matter stands 
Mr. McMath, the President of the board, will 
have to abandon the stand taken by him that 
the maintenance clause is illegal. 

Phe City Counselor recommends mainten- 
ance clauses and holds that agreement 
clauses to Keep in repair for five years would 
be illegal. 


NO STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Test Being Med of the Stone Law 
Delaying Legislation. 


The transcript of the record in the case to 
test the validity of the Stone street improve- 
ment law, which was instituted by Julia 
Murnane against the City of St. Louis and 
the Heman Construction Co. has been for- 
warded to the Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City, and an early hearing will be asked for 


in April. 

Although a number of contracts for street 
improvements have been let no notice has 
been given by the Street Department to the 
contractors to begin work. 

This is done for two reasons, first because 
the contractors do not care to undertake the 
work unless the city will guarantee payment 
incase the Stone law is considered uncon. 
stitutional, and second the city is notina 
position financially to make itself Mable for 
these improvements if the work is done. 

Mr. August Heman of the Heman Construc- 
tion Co., in speaking of the matter this morn- 
ing, said: It would be unreasonable to ex. 
pect the contractors to go to an outlay of 
$50,000 or $100,000 on a piece of work and take 
in payment special tax bills which the su- 
preme Court might decide were illegal, I 
have heard that one or two contractors have 
said that they will go ahead and take their 
chances on collecting their money. On small 
jobs this might do, but no contractor who 
has to make a large outlay is going to be 80 
foolish. It is nöt business.“ 

It would appear, then, that until the Su- 
preme Court passes on the subject there will 
— ae or no street improvement done in 
the city.

Senator Brice thinks that if the Wilson 
billis not McKinleyized the Republicans 
will win in the next election.

The Southern Pacific company, one of 
the largest and most powerful corporations 
in the world, does not pay one cent of 
taxes to the State which granted its char- 
ter. It owes its existence to the State of 
Kentucky, but has not a dollar of property 
there nor does it contribute in the smallest 
degree to the welfare of that common- 
wealth. But armed with ite charter it is 
authorized to go into any Statein the 
Union and do pretty much as it pleases. 
Its capital and capitalization can be, by 
charter, increased at will or whim, and a 
debt saddled upon the communities in 
which it operates, which the people must 
pay under the laws whether an equivalent 
in actual investment is given or not. 

A similar but less striking illustration of 
the happy-go-lucky policy of the American 
States in corporation matters is‘the Bay 
State Gas Co. of Delaware. This company 
is composed of Massachusetts men who 
organized under the laws of the State of 
Delaware tor the purpose of manufactur- 
ing gas in Massachusetts. In the latter 
State capital and actual investment are by 
law synonymous terms, and as the incor- 
porators wanted to shanufacture water ag 
well as gas they went to another and more 
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of this anomalous situation : 


ts the fact that the people have not only 
submitted to such laws, but themselves. 
actually ordained them and invited the 
comprehensive system of plunder thus 
legally authorized. They sre only just 
beginning to wake up to the fact that they 
have blundered. The question is, will 
they be able to save the country from the 
consequences of their own blind optimism, 
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Two hundred Newsboys on the down- town 
streets are selling the Daily Post-Dispatch 
for 2eents. Our patrons are requested te 
notify us of any attempt on part of new sboys 
to force them to pay more than 4 
cents for the Post-Dispatch or te 
force them to buy with other papers 
“three for a nickel.” Give time and loca- 
tion of newsboy refusing to sell the Daily 
Post-Dispatch for 2 cents “straight.” 
All persons who handle the Post-Dispatch

‘“‘SEEING BY WIRE” 


In connection with much wild talk 
about the possibilities of the application 
of scientific principles through mechanical 
invention, there is a suggestion that it 
may be possible in the not distant future 
to see by wire. 

At first this seems impossible and in- 
conceivable, but though it may never be 
done, it is not scientifically absurd from 
the standpoint of accepted theories of, 
light. 

If light differs from sound only in the 
rapidity of its vibrations, it is no more 
absurd to think of sending a picture over 
a wire than it is to take up the receiver of 
a telephone, expecting to hear from it the 
exact words uttered by a person ten miles 
away 

Light is already transmitted by wire, but 
with its vibrations lowered to the form of 
ordinary electricity. Dammed up at the 
end of the wire its vibrations increase in 
rapidity until they become heat and light. 

To send a picture by wire it will be nec- 
essary to transmit light vibrations in the 
exact order in which they are received in a 
camera which focusses them as they are 
reflected from the different parts of the 
picture or of natural objects; and, finally, 
to reverse the process at the other end of 
the wire in such a way that the rays will 
diverge at the same angle at which they 
came from the picture. 

It may be that the man who has declared 
that this will be done is only a poet as yet, 
but it must not be forgotten that though 
all poets are not. practical scientists, all 
practical scientists must be poets.
